2. Citations and explanations: 



Claims 1-23 and 25 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Sakamoto U Patent 5,989,121 in view of 
Crumby US Patent 6,533,664. Sakamoto teaches that it is known to have and use in a game machine a mechanical, hardware or 
software random number generator. Addtiionally, 6: 18-26 discloses that it is well known to have a backup RNG. Sakamoto lacks 
teaching that the automatic switching of a RNG and all of the networking protocols. In an game machine that uses RNG over a 
network Crumby teaches all of the networking aspects of transferring random numbers. One of ordinary skill in the art understands 
that all computer parts fail, software hardware etc and the automatic switching of a hardware or software part is called a fail safe 
mode so that ones equipment does not stop working. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to monitor a RNG and 
based on a failure switch to another RNG given the motivation of Sakamoto that having a backup RNG is well known. 

Claims 1-23 and 25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
